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The Captain Kidd Legend 


In North Wilmington, off Andover 
and a little north of the 


the site of a treasure buried by 

redoubtable Capt. Kidd. 

‘The Wilmington legend is sever- 
al hundred years old, and comes 
from the Harnden family - the same 
famuly that suffered from the 
Indian Massacre in 1706, and which 


tured Jefferson Davis at the end 
of the Civil War. 

The first of the Wilmington Harn 
dens was Richard, who built a home 
at what is now 67 High Street, about 
1667 or 1668. He was an English- 
man who have lived in Rhode Island 
as early as 1645, At one time he 
owned all the land between Salem 
Street and the Ipswich River at 
what is now Jenks Bridge (Woburn 
Street). 

Traditionally Richard Harnden 
is supposed to have built his house 
as early as 1665, but this is not 
borne out by any records that can 
be found, 1667 or 1668 is a safer 
date. The house was still standing 
in Civil War days, but is no longer 
in existance, 

Richard had two sons, John and 
Benjamin. I was John who built 
the home where the massacre oc- 
curred, several hundred feet north- 
easterly from Indian Rock, which 
now can be seen plainly from Mar- 
cla Road extension, 

Benjamin, the younger brother, 
lived in the home of his father, and 
there raised his family, Benjamin 
was the man who accidently killed 
the Indian Squaw, down near the 
North Woburn line, and thus started 


“fhe chain of events that led to the 


legedly being a pirate, while on a 
cruise as a privateer, There are 
many stories about Capt. Kidd’s 
treasures, one of the more authen- 
tie of which may be that of Gar- 
diner’s Island, at the east end of 
Long Island, New York. 
Wilmington’s Capt. Kidd story 
came from the children of the 
Harnden family probably the 
children of Benjamin Harnden, 


In the early days, before Wil- 
mington became a town, the Harn- 
den home site was in Reading, 
as was all of Woburn Street, down 
to Jenks Bridge and beyond. The 
road from Boston to Andover, 
called ‘The Andover Road,’ was 
Woburn Street and Andover Street 
of today, and a part of High Street. 
There was a ford at the Ipswich

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~River, where Jenks Bridge now is, 
the first good ford on the Ipswich, 
and Andover people had to use that 
ford, if they were coming from 
Boston, 

One morning, perhaps before 
1700, children of the Harnden fam~ 
fly looked out the window, at the 
Toad at the foot of the hill, andsaw 
a heavily laden wagon going north, 
The wagon was drawn by four hor- 
ses, and there was a white manand 
a negro driving, 

In the afternoon they saw the 
same wagon going south, much 
lighter, and without the negro, 

This gave rise to the legend 
about Capt. Kidd’s Treasure, The 
suppostion was that there was a 
treasure in that wagon, and it had 
been buried near Devil’s Den, and 


then the negra slave had been slain 
So that his spirit would be the 
guardian of that treasure. 

Anyone who searched for that 
treasure would be unable to find 
it, because the spirit of that slave 
would move it to another location, 

To this day the treasure hasne- 
ver been found - which of course 
proves the story!

Niles motion to have the addenda 
included in the minutes of the meet- 
ing brought strong objections from 
Selectman Miceli, who charged that 
Niles was ‘taking the entire thing 
out of context’, Miceli argued that 
much more was discussed in the 
executive session, and a partial 
disclosure was unfair to the TM. 

Mr Black and Mrs Drew both 
expressed themselves as being in 
favor of adding Niles statement 
to the minutes, They said it was 
only fair to present both sides of 
the picture, 

Miceli angrily charged that what 
he had gotten from the executive 
session was that ‘one man was 
trying to be the whole Board’, 

‘You're playing politics’ he 
accused, ‘This guy (the TM) is 
being put in the bag!’ 

At this Mrs Drew shouted; ‘Stop 
itl Stop it right now!’ 

Niles defended his motion, de- 
claring that it was the TM, and 
not he, who elected to make the 
issue public. 

Miceli suggested that the entire 
minutes of the executive session 
be made public, Niles replied that 
he would have to see the minutes 
first, to be sure that they were 
accurate. ‘I’m sure that they are 
as accurate as they always are’ 
was Miceli’s comment, 

When the vote was taken only 
Miceli opposed the inclusion of 
the Niles statement in the minutes 
of last week’s meeting,

Lowell Gas 

Permission was unanimously gi- 
ven to the Lowell Gas Company to 
extend its main from Grove Avenue 
across the intersection of Lake St 
and “along South Street, Lowell 
Gas Co. representative Ronald Gi- 
rard presented sketches and pro- 
posals for the project tothe board, 

The board directed that, in the 
future, as a matter of policy, sket- 
ches and proposals should always 
accompany all requests for per- 
mits, Niles told Mr Girade that the 
town wanted to be certain that the 
mains would not be in conflict with 
water and/or sewer mains, and 
that the board was concerned about 
the streets being usable by the 
public, 

Girard told the board that the 
Gas Company has plans for extend- 
ing its mains along Burlington Ave 
and Bridge Lane. 


Assembly Hall 

George Wilson of Andover St, 
was granted a license to operate a 
hall at 222 Andover Street. A sti- 
pulation on the license was that any 
function for which tickets would be 
sold to the public at large would 
require a special permit from the 
board, The board was specially 
concerned about public dances, 

Wilson had applied for a license 
last fall, but had refused to accept 
it after the board had stipulatedthat 
no alcoholic beverages could be con 
Sumed on the premises. Some 
members of the board had been op- 
Posed to the initial license on the 
grounds that {it would have been 
tantamount to Mcensing a public 
dance hall. 


Town Counsel 

Town Counsel Alan Altman re- 
Ported that there was a continuance 
in the case of the Town vs Angelo 
Sorrentino, in court, because two 
key witnesses were presently out 
of state, Altman reported that 
Atty Fred Corum, counsel for Sor- 
retino, had agreed that there would 
be no operation of the properties, 
Baby Beach, etc., until the case 
had been decided by the court, 


In another letter to the board 
Altman ruled that the Town Trea~ 
surer could legally serve as a 
Trustee of Trust Funds. Town 
Manager Henneberger had appoint- 
ed the treasurer to this post, 

Selectman Black protested, say- 
ing that, in his opinion, the trea- 
Surer should not serve on such a 
board and thus assist in the dir- 
ection of the investment of the 
monies involved, 


Henneberger told the board that 
the appointment was to take the 
Place formerly held by Philip Buz- 
zell, who 1s-retiring trom all ac. 
tivities except on the Trustees of 
the Public Library, 


Planning Board 

‘Get a grip on your chairs’ 
Chairman Bender instructed thé 
Board, and then he asked for a 
consensus on the Planning Boarq’ s 
public refusal to comply with the 
directive of the Selectmen, a dj- 
rective to have public records of 
all votes by the boards and com- 
mittee of the town, 
The Selectmen unanimously de- 
cided that their directive had not 
been unreasonable, 
Niles suggested that the Chair- 
man, Mr. Bender, talk with the 
Chairman of the Planning Board, 
and explain the views of the Sel- 
ectmen, on the subject, and Mrs, 
Drew remarked that, although the 
Selectmen have executive meetings 
the voting is always public, 

Bender demured, saying that tha 
Planning Board was not appoint: 
by the Selectmen, but rather by the 
Town Manager, He said that ifthe 
TM wished the chairman to accom- 
pany him, in a visit tothe Planning 
Board, he, Bender, would be happy 
to go along. 

Henneberger agreed, andthe two 
men will visit the Planning Board 
at their next meeting, 


Advisory Members 

The Selectmen agreed to drop 
the practice of appointing members 
to serve as ‘advisory’ members 
of various boards of the town, 
The exception was the Permanent 
Building Committee, in which the 
policy had been set by a Town 
Meeting vote, 

Selectman Paul Niles, who had 
served on the Permanent Building 
Committee, was unanimously voted 
to serve as advisory member to 
that committee, 

The board also directed that a 
letter be sent to the PBC advising 
them to change their meeting time 
from Monday nights, in order to 
fulfill the directives of the Town 
Meeting, Niles had at first de- 
clined accepting the appointment 
on the grounds that he could not 
attend two meetings on the same 
night, 

Niles suggested that a ‘liason’ 
member to the Planning Board 
might be worthwhile, and Chairman 
Bender agreed, declaring that cer- 
tain gaps in communications exis- 
ted between the two boards, 

Bender suggested that Mr Micel! 
be the ‘Iiason’ member to the Plan- 
ning Board, and after a remark 
from Mrs Drew Miceli was unan- 
imously approved,

the Hatch Act, Bender reported 
that the Wilmington hearing was 
the second such hearing ever held 
in the Commonwealth, under the 
new law.

Selectman Niles’ 
Statement 


Last Monday night the Town 
Manager, as stated in the minutes 
of our last meeting, andas reported 
in a local newspaper, made a state- 
ment that last Monday ‘he had seen 
every breach imaginable in the 
Town Manager-Council plan of gov 
ernment.” The Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen thereafter 
called for an executive session to 
discuss the Town Manager’s com- 
ment. During this executive ses- 
sion it was admitted by the Town 
Manager that the only action on 
which his remark was based was 
that the Chairman of the Boardwf 
Selectmen had requested that the 
Town Manager take immediate ac- 
tion to enable the Board of Sel- 
ectmen to carry out the vote ofthe 
Annual Town Meeting to holda land 
sale of certain parcels of Tax 
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Title property, This was a ne- 
cessary follow-up toprior sugges- 
tions from the Board of Selectmen 
particularly in view of the fact that 
the Town Meeting had directed the 
scheduling of the land sale to be not 
later than 12 May 1966, Some work 
had been done, but not all that was 
required, and the Chairman di- 
rected that the remaining work be 
done last Monday. 

The Town Manager stated that 
he resented such a directive from 
‘only one member of the Board’, 
A majority of the remainingmem- 
bers supported ‘the Chairman’s 
action, pointing out that due toa 
lack of action on the part of the 
Town Manager the Board of Sel- 
ectmen had to act immediately and 
that the Chairman did not have time 
to contact the rest of the board, 

It is the opinion of a majority of 
the Board of Selectmen that the 
Town Manager’s remark was com- 
pletely inaccurate and that the ac- 
tion of the Chairman was necessary 
and proper, Inaddition, the Chair- 
man was following the direction of

Professor Eliot’s Report 


In a preliminary report of Plan- 
ning for Wilmington, dated March 
8, 1966, Professor Charles W, El- 
liot, Planning Consultant, listed the 
studies and reports which have had 
a bearing on planning problems and 
programs in Wilmington, These 
included not only reports by con- 
sultants engaged by the Town, but 
those .authorized by the general 
Court of Mass. After outlining the 
yarious tools for planning, Prof. 
Eliot listed the seven elements nec 
essary to comprise a Workable 
Program for Community Improve- 
ment and stated the planning pro- 
cess, 

A, PROBLEMS AND OPPORTUN 
ITIES In a definition of the pro- 
blems and opportunites concerning 
the Town, the growing pains which 
Wilmington is experiencing, were 

V related to the probles of ‘adequate 
school and recreation facilities; 
adequacy of water supply and pro- 
tection of water sheds; inevitability 
of sewerage; ‘new or expanded pub- 
lc buildings for Town Hall, Libra- 
ry, etc,; street and bridge improve 
ments to handle ever more traffic; 
and how to dispose of solid wastes’ 
Also noted were problems of ‘how 
to prevent buildings in areas which 
appear to be ‘suitable’ indry years 
but are really swamps or with a 
very high water table; how to deal 
with ‘too small’ lots and unim- 
proved streets in old subdivisions; 
how to make business districts 
more compact and attractive; how 
to make available the appropriate 
sites for new industrial enterpris- 
es; and how to preserve and en- 
hance the historic and other attrac- 
ive qualities of the Town’. 

‘Similarly some ofthe opportun- 
itles Me in taking advantage of the 
natural and man-made conditions 
of the area: - to preserve the 
swamps and streams for recrea- 
tion and conservation purposes; to 
keep the amenities around the 
Common; to preserve or restore 
portions of the Middiésex Canal; 
orto make. the extension of rapid 
transit to Wilmington Junction the 
occasion for revitalizing and mo- 
dernization of the Business Cen- 
ter’, 

There are opportunities now to 
‘obtain substantial assistance for 
planning and for improvements 
from the Federal and State Gov- 
ernments and in cooperation with 
the other municipalities of the 
Boston Metropolitan Area or Ip- 
swich River, Basin, 

B, GOALS AND OBJECTIVES 
‘It is exceedingly difficult to find 
out what the citizens in any com- 
munity want their Town to be like 
in the future, In some townsthere 
is an overwhelming desire to pre- 
serve the ‘status quo’, while in 
others, there is pressure for im- 
provement and change. Some light 
has been thrown on these questions 
in the Towns where this Consultant 
has been working in recent years 
through a ‘Questionnaire’ and in- 
terviews with householders,’ 

C, FACTS AND DATA For con- 
tinuous planning a first requisite 
is up-to-date information and data: 

1, Inventory - necessary regard- 
ing information previously gath- 
ered and processed, degree of 
detail involved, and form data is 
kept in - statistical tables, maps 
etc.; and where the information 
is kept and how it may be con- 
sulted, 

2. Base Maps 

3, Existing Conditions Maps

D, PROGRAM FoR PLANNING

in part from Planning Assistance 
Grants of the Federal Government, 

Two methods are. proposed for a 
program of ‘Continuous profession 
al planning; and ‘for permanent 
Professional planning assistance’ 
emphasized by the industries con- 
tributing $8,000 per year for these 
Purposes, 

A. Establishment of a Panning 

Department with a full-time plan 

ner, This would involve office 

expenses and a yearly salary for 
the Consultant, and along period 
of time to complete the program.
